To  the  Honorable  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  in  Legislature  Assembled:-— 

Gentlemen: — 

1 have  the  honor  to  present  to  your  Body  the 
Auditor’s  Annual  Report  of  Public  Accounts.  Owing 
to  the  very  great  want  of  punctuality  in  the  various  Offi- 
cers of  the  Territory  to  make  the  requisite  reports  to 
this  Office,  upon  which  the  Auditor  has  necessarily,  in 
a great  measure  to  depend  for  the  information  which 
ought  to  be  embodied  in  his  General  Report;  it  is  im- 
possible for  me  to  lay  before  you  a full,  or  satisfactory 
account  of  the  present  condition  of  any  of  the  Public 
Improvements. 

I must  therefore  crave  your  indulgence  for  the  brevity 
of  this  Report. 

Since  my  Report  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
on  the  2d  Nov.  last,  there  have  been  additional  reports

li'om  some  of  the  Collectors,  showing  additional  assess- 
ments;  as  also  additional  issues  on  the  Treasury,  which 
will  in  some  measure  change  the  sums  total  as  contain- 
ed in  that  Report.  The  following  Table  shows  the

tlements  with  this  Office — the  Collectors  of  Weber. 
Davis,  Millard,  and  Iron  only  having  made  such  set- 
tlement. 

I have  issued  Orders  on  the  Treasury  since  my  last

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The  Cottonwood  Canal  very  much  out  of  repair,  par- 
tially from  water  from  the  mountains  in  heavy  rains, 
but  principally  from  the  practice  of  cutting  passages 
through  the  embankments  by  evil-minded  persons  as 
yet  unknown  to  the  Commissioner,  evidently  with  the 
view  of  letting  the  water  escape,  and  destroying  the 
Canal. 

The  Officers  of  the  University  have  not  yet  made 
any  Report  to  this  Office  for  this  or  any  previous  year; 
nor  am  1 at  all  advised  as  to  the  affairs  of  that  Institu- 
tion. 

Two  reports  only,  on  the  subject  of  raising  Flax, 
have  been  made  to  this  Office  with  a view  of  claiming 
the  premiums  provided  for  in  the  Resolution  to  “en- 
courage the  raising  of  Flax  and  Hemp:” 

Ono  by  Win.  S.  Muir  of  Davis  county,  to  whom  the 
Premium  of  Sixty  Dollars  was  awarded. 

Mr.  Muir  plowed  one  acre  of  black  gravelly  land  in 
the  fill  aft'  r growing  potatoes,  plowed  it  again  in  tho 
spring;  sowed  one  and  three  fourths  bushels  of  seed  on 
the  27th  of  April,  harrowed  it  in,  harvested  it  on  the 
27th  of  July  without  irrigation,  raised  four  hundred 
pounds  of  lint  and  twenty  t ight  bushels  of  seed,  being 
2 1-2  pounds  of  lint  and  5 C- 10  quarts  of  seed  to  tho 
square  rod. 

The  other  by  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Grant,  to  whom  was 
awarded  the  I’n  mimn  ol  Forty  Dollars. 

Mr.  Grant  plowed  one  hundr  d and  fifty  lour  rods  of 
black  loam  mixed  with  sand,  in  Davis  county,  on  which 
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wheat  was  grown  two  years  prior,  and  sowed  broadcast 
one  bus'..  I and  one  fourth  of  seed,  and  harrow,  d it  over 
twice;  harvest  d on  the  15th  of  August,  without  irriga- 
tion; raised  27  bushels  and  40  pounds  of  the  cl<  a nc-st 
and  best  qua!  : . of  seed  received  at  th<  Tithing  Offict  — 
being  5 and  a fraction  less  than  7-10  quarts  to  the  square 
rod.  The  number  of  pounds  of  lint  was  n<  t asc<  i . hi- 
ed, but  was  sold  in  the  stack  for  fifty  dollars — and  said 
by  judges  to  be  equal  to  that  raised  in  the  States. 

The  re  is  no  official  information  in  this  Office  in  rela- 
tion to  tin  Se  vicr  or  Jordan  River  Bridg<  s,  or  any  oth- 
er of  the  Public  Improvements,  except  as  herein  men- 
tioned. 

You  will  perceive  by  this  imperfect  and  unsatisfacto- 
tory  Report,  that  there  is  a culpable  neglect  on  the  part 
of  the  various  Officers  of  the  Territory  to  forward  their 
several  Reports  to  this  Office  at  the  times  required  by 
the  law,  and  my  utter  inability  to  do  justice  to  those  sub- 
jects which  the  law  requires  the  Auditor  to  present  in 
his  Annual  Report  to  your  Honorable  liody.  It  is  with 
extreme  regret,  gentle  men,  on  my  part,  that  I present 
you  with  so  meager  a Report. 

Perhaps  you  will  pardon  mo,  if  1 suggest  the  propri- 
ety of  attaching  a penalty  to  the  breach  of  those  laws 
rcqoiring  r ports  to  be  made  to  this  Office;  and  of  pass- 
ing a law  authorizing  and  requiring  some  person  to 
prosccuto  in  ease  of  such  bn  ach.  It  might  also  bo 
advisable  to  provide  that  all  delinquents  from  any  part 
el  tho  Territory  shall  be  answerable  to,  and  that  all 
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such  prosecutions  may  be  had  before,  some  competent 
tribunal  in  this  city.
